The Grafton County Delegation met at the Woods- 
ville Court House on May 11, 1956, at 2 P. M.

Present also were Commissioner Jones; Register of 
Probate, Anna Proctor; Clerk of Court, Unwar Sama- 
ha; Sheriff Herbert Ash; Dr. Campbell; the Messrs 
Hill, Walker, McMeekin, and Knight; and Attorney 
Deachman. 


The first order of business was the reading of the call 
of the meeting by the clerk. 

Commissioner Clement then introduced Dr. Camp- 
bell who spoke in favor of the Cottage Hospital’s pur- 
chasing land of the County and building a modern hos- 
pital connected to the County hospital by corridors. 

My. Hill, a trustee of the Cottage Hospital, spoke in 
opposition to building at the County Farm. 


Discussion Ensued: 


Commissioner Jones spoke briefly on the subject 
and asked that the Convention show whether they 
were for or against the proposition. 

Rep. Plumer of Bristol moved, seconded by Rep. Wil- 
ley of Campton, that the commissioners and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee be authorized to give this subject 
some study. This motion was voted in the affirmative 
with 19 voting yes. 

Commissioner Bell asked for a more definite vote, 
explaining that the Trustees of the Cottage Hospital 
were anxious to know, before they start their fund 
drive. 

Rep. Perley of Lebanon moved, seconded by Rep. 
Willey of Campton, that from the sense of this meet- 
ing, the delegation is favorably interested in the in- 
formation given out by the Trustees. This was a vote 
in the affirmative, 11 yes, 1 no. 

Commissioner Bell discussed the surplus available at 
the present time of $19,738.11 

Commissioner Jones explained Social Security for 
County employees. He stated it would cost the County 
approximately $2,500.00 to pay the employees’ share 
from January 1955 to July 1, 1956. 

Representative Clement of Landaff moved, seconded 
by Rep. Willey of Campton: 

Resolved: That the county authorize the Commis- 
sioners to spend the sum of $7,000 from the 1955 sur- 
plus to pay for the O. A. S. I. payments for the years 
1955 and 1956 and to authorize the Commissioners to 
pay from said sum the county employees’ share of 
O. A. S. I. from January 1, 1955, to July 1, 1956. This 
was a vote in the affirmative with 22 yes, 0 no. 

Rep. Clement of Landaff moved, seconded by Rep. 
Stevenson of Bethlehem: 

Resolved: That the county revoke its election here- 
tofore made, to have its officers and employees become 
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eligible to participate in the State Employment Retire- 
ment System, such revocation to be eflective with re- 
spect to officers and employees who shall enter the 
service of the county on or after July 1, 1956, and with 
respect to officers and employees in the service of the 
county on June 30, 1956, who are inactive members of 
the State Employees Retirement System. This was a 
vote in the affirmative with 22 yes, 0 no. 

Commissioner Bell spoke of microfilming. The Reg- 
ister of Deeds’ records have been completed to 1935; 
the Register of Probate was to be done to 1928, but 
money gave out when the 1908 records were completed. 
It would cost $8,837.29 to bring it up to 1928. There are 
mistakes on the films and cards; Mrs. Proctor, Reg- 
ister of Probate, wants to check all of the films and 
cards before any more microfilming is done. She asked 
that we use the $10,000.00 for new equipment and re- 
pairs to her office. Clerk of Court, Unwar Samaha, was 
present and ‘‘went to bat” for Mrs. Proctor, believing 
as she does that these records must be checked and 
that her office needs attention. 

Moved by Rep. Ashley of Lebanon, seconded by Rep. 
Hayward of Hanover: 

Resolved: That the County Convention authorize the 
commissioners to expend a sum not to exceed ten thou- 
sand dollars from the 1955 surplus for the remodeling, 
transferring of records, and purchasing of equipment 
for the offices of the Register of Probate, Register of 
Deeds, and Clerk of Court. This was a vote in the af- 
firmative with 19 yes, 1 no. 

Rep. Clement moved, seconded by Rep. Willey of 
Campton that we adjourn. Meeting adjourned at 3:30

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Grafton County: 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Grafton County 
herewith present the annual report of the Commission- 
ers, Treasurer, Auditors, Superintendent of the County 
Farm, Jailer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, Sheriff, Chap- 
lain, Physician and County Extension Service. 


On December 31, 1956, the County had a cash balance 
of $16,566.79 and bills receivable of $3,687.48, making 
total assets of $20,254.27. This is due mainly to the in- 
crease of income from the County Farm. There were 
no liabilities and the County operated within its bud- 
get for the year. 


Many improvements have been made to the county 
buildings during this year. The new bulk tank was in- 
stalled at the Grafton County Farm and has proved 
very satisfactory. The addition to the Plymouth Court 
House is completed and it is used by the Court for 
many small hearings. In the near future a considerable 
amount of work will have to be done there, the roof 
repaired, the court room renovated and a new acoustic 
ceiling installed. The New Hampshire Probation De- 
partment repaired a room on the second floor and is 
now using that as a permanent office. The probate of- 
fice in the Woodsville Court House has been completely 
renovated and equipped at a cost of $6,491.11. The Reg- 
istrar of Deeds decided not to make any improvements 
in his office. More work will have to be done at the 
Woodsville Court House in the next two years, a new 
electrical system will have to be installed, the cell room 
renovated and painting done in the various offices. 


The road leading to the parking lot in the rear of the 
Woodsville Court House becomes very muddy and al- 
most impassable in the Spring. We had a section of this 
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road paved with black top this year and hope we can 
complete the job soon. 


County employees became members of the Social Se- 
curity System this year to everyone’s satisfaction. New 
employees are no longer required to come under the 
State Retirement System. This makes it much easier 
to hire new help for the county. Some county employees 
are already eligible for Social Security. 


The expense for the board and care of children has 
greatly increased. In 1954, the appropriation was $30,- 
000.00. In 1955 and 1956 this appropriation was in- 
creased to $37,000.00. The county actually spent $36,- 
527.53 on these cases this year. This appropriation will 
have to be increased again in 1957 and 1958 as fifteen 
more children were added during the year. The county 
now pays $35.00 per month for their care in foster 
homes, besides furnishing their clothing and medical 
care. It is expected their rate of board will soon be 
raised. 


We wish to express our appreciation to our staff of 
employees, the County Delegation, the various county 
and town officials and the State Welfare Department 
for their cooperation with the Commissioners.

Exposition to help make up the New Hampshire State 
herd. The two year old bull, pictured in the report, 
placed second. The senior heifer calf placed fourth in 
a class of thirty six. Our herdsman, Orman Thayer, 
stayed through the entire show to help Ken Fowler 
with the New Hampshire State herd. We received over 
$600 in premiums at all fairs and feel this more than 
pays expenses as well as being a good advertisement 
for the herd. 


Our bulk tank cooler was put in operation on Octo- 
ber 17 and seems to be very satisfactory. It eliminates 
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the handling of milk jugs and a trip to the creamery 
every morning. 

A television set was given to the women residents 
and two others were purchased and placed in the hos- 
pital and the men’s smoking room. These have added 
much to the entertainment of the people here. A flag 
was given by the North Haverhill V.F.W. Auxiliary 
and placed in the Chapel. 

Considerable painting was done in the Spring, as 
usual. 

The Christmas party was a pleasant event, with 
Santa Claus, trees and gifts. We wish to thank all the 
organizations that sent gifts, favors and fruit. They 
were much enjoyed and appreciated. 

Reverend and Mrs. Robbins, a group from Groton, 
another group from Lisbon, and Father Bolt all came 
periodically with worship services. 

Many books and magazines have been brought in, for 
which the residents are very grateful. 

We wish to thank the clergymen, the doctors, the 
commissioners and especially the employees for their 
cooperation and help during the year.

During the past year the regular worship services 
held every other week in the Chapel have been con- 
tinued, largely under the leadership of Mrs. Robbins, 
and, since September on Thursday evening instead of 
Sunday afternoon. A special feature during August 
was a program by Ernest Johnson, negro tenor from 
Boston. The attendance at the services has been some- 
what increased by the presence of a few men from the 
jail. , 

During the Christmas season the combined choirs of 
the North Haverhill Methodist Church sang carols in 
the corridors to the enjoyment of all the residents. My 
work at the institution has been made the more re- 
warding by the faithfulness of Mrs. Ethel Little, the 
full cooperation of the superintendent and his staff, 
and the appreciation of those to whom we have sought 
to minister.

To the Commissioners of Grafton County: 

I hereby submit my report for the year 1956. 

I would like to call your attention to the accompany- 
ing statistical tables for the patient year. The average 
number of patients has increased by 4, the total hos- 
pital days by 1,853 and the out-patient visits by 327 
over last year. Percentage of average bed occupancy is 
slightly over 90%, which is quite high even for this 
type of institution. 

Facilities and personnel are being highly taxed. Fre- 
quently, we have had waiting lists for admission. 

The availability of nursing personnel is even more 
critical than last year. 


In spite of all this, the personnel of the hospital has 
done an excellent job, for which they deserve high 
praise.

Grafton County Cooperative Extension Service is 
financed through the cooperative efforts of County, 
State, and Federal Governments. 

Grafton County Extension Service is made up of four 
separate lines of educational work, which are: Agri- 
culture, Home Economics, 4-H Club Work, and Forest- 
ry. At present all positions are full, plus an Assistant 
Home Demonstration Agent under contract for one 
year. 

Extension Agents are available to work with any- 
one in the county. Agricultural Agents spend most of 
their time with commercial farmers, but this is not a 
requirement. Other agents spend a larger percentage of 
their time with rural non-farm and urban groups and
